It is ex trem ely important, these 
ex perts say , to check the conven­ 
ience of the sa fety release on 
wringer-ty pe 
machines, 
which, 
they find, are still the most widely 
used in homes probably because 
they are the lea st ex pensive to 
buy . 
For greatest protection, accord­ 
ing to the department bulletin, 
the release should be within easy 
reach and respond quickly a t the 
first tap. A release located on the 
far side of the machine from where 
the housewife stands when putting 
in clothes may be difficult to get 
at in a hurry . Another thing to 
look for, the ex perts point out, is 
an automatic shut-off that halts 
the rollers when the release bar 
is tripped. 
The specialists recommend that 
homemakers try out the sa fety re­ 
lease of the washing machine they 
ex pect to buy w hen the dealer is 
demonstrating it and before mak­ 
ing a final selection. 
They also 
suggest that it might be wise to 
help a friend or neighbor who has 
a washing machine similar to the 
one under consideration on wash­ 
day to become familiar with the 
ty pe at first hand.

Title to Home 
Should Be in 
Couple’s Name 


Have the title or deed to y our 
home recorded jointly in the name 
of husband and wife. It’s as im­ 
portant as life and fire insurance.” 
That is the advice of the Con­ 
struction Research Bureau, 
na­ 
tional clearing house for- buildijig 
information, a fter conducting a 
survey among attorney s and mort­ 
gage lenders w'ho have seen count­ 
less families suffer needlessly in 
case of death or of *lawsuits over 
debts. 
In most sta tes, joint ownership 
is possible, and in such cases hus­ 
band and wife are called “ tenants 
by entireties.” If one dies, the 
other owns the house. No will, no 
esta te administrator and, in most 
states, no inheritance ta x is re­ 
quired. 
In Case* of Creditors 
Furthermore, should ona of the 
“ tenants by entirety ” be sued, 
creditors cannot take over the 
house, although in the half-dozen 
or so community property states, 
a widow might find'herself half­ 
owner of the home with creditors 
owning the other half. 
The time to take the precau­ 
tion of joint ownership is when 
the home is purchased. If the 
house is already owned in the 
husband’s name alone, ownership 
can be changed by a new deed, 
but should the husband have debts, 
care should be taken that the 
change does not have the legal 
effect of a fraud against creditors. 
If a couple buy a house jointly 
before they are married, the sub­ 
sequent w’edding will not protect 
them. Therefore a new deed should 
be drawn a fter marriage in the 
name of J ohn Doefand Mary Doe, 
his wife as tenants by the entire­ 
ties.”

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UN OWES MORE SUPPORT

Once the delegates to the United Nations 
hav e grown accustomed to their glittering 
new surroundings in New York, we trust 
they will find time to look into some unfin­ 
ished business: the lagging UN war effort 
in Korea. 
Americam troops hav e borne the ov er­ 
whelming part of the load since the war be­ 
gan. Though we may hav e high hopes that 
better trained and equipped South Koreans 
may one day do most of the fighting for 
their own land, it is not improper to sug­ 
gest that in the meantime some of our UN 
allies reliev e us of some of our burdens. 
Ev eryone knows that Britain already has 
heav y military commitments in Malaya and 
the French likewise in Indo-China. But 
certainly they could safely re-examine their 
positions as compared with 1950, when they 
sent token forces into the field. 
Yet the real onus falls not upon these 
two powers, but upon other countries who 
subscribe to the Korean v enture without 
actually supporting it. India and Sweden 
are random examples. Their ambulande-a- 
year concept of aid is little short of ridicu­ 
lous when set beside the UN’s aspirations 
for a unified world force to deal with 
aggressors. 
. 
The UN forum is the place to make the 
appeals for more help. Russia cannot keep 
us from talking, from letting the world 
know we believ e this “ joint effort” should 
be cooperativ e in fact as well as theory. Nor 
can Russia prev ent other UN nations from 
stepping up their contributions, since the 
authorizing resolutions hav e already been 
adopted and need only to be carried out by 
indiv idual countries as they see fit. 
No peace agency can be wholly success­ 
ful when so great a power as Russia is bent 
on subv erting its aims. Yet, through the 
absence of Russia from UN councils when 
the Korean war erupted in 1950, the UN was 
able briefly to play the sort of v igorous role 
env isioned by its founders. 
It now seems entirely fair to urge that its 
freedom-lov ing members capitalize fully on 
this solitary opportunity by executing to the 
hilt the decisions taken in J uly, 1950. That 
means just one thing: more troops on the 
Korean battlefield.

THE ANATOMY OF PATRIOTISM 
Gov ernor Adlai 
Stev enson, 
spedking 
before 
v eterans who had risked their liv es for their coun­ 
try, said: 
“ Now it seems to me that true patriotism is 
based on tolerance and a large measure of humil­ 
ity.” 
That, of course, is a priv ate definition of an 
emotion and is unrelated to the subject. Patriotism 
is lov e of country. 
And lov e of country forbids 
tolerance of traitors, recognition of the right of 
anyone to betray our country, to sell her secrets 
to a foreign foe. No one can simultaneously be a 
patriot and a defender of Alger Hiss, of the Rosen­ 
borgs, of the Harold Ware Communist cell, of the 
New York Elev en and the Hollywood Ten. 
It is 
impossible to be a patriot and a Communist or a 
friend of the Communists at the same time. 
The word, humanity, is v ery broad and includes 
all these categories. 
It includes the saintly and 
the ev il and the rest of us who are in between. 
Further, Stev enson said to these same v eterans: 
“ Now what can we say, too, for the man who 
proclaims himself a patriot—and then for political 
reasons attacks the patriotism of faithful public 
serv ants? 
I giv e you, if I may, as a shocking 
example the attacks which hav e been made on the 
lov altv and the motiv es of our great war-time 
Chief ot Staff, General Marshall. 
To me this is 
the type of ’patriotism’ which is, in Dr. J ohnson’s 
ph rase, the last refuge of scoundrels.” 
Does this mean that if a public serv ant has 
made griev ious errors, costing to date 121,000 
American casualties, we are to say nothing about 
it because he is a “ faithful public serv ant?” 
No 
one has questioned General Marshall’s fidelity in 
the sense that one questions Alger Hiss’s fidelity, 
but General George Marshall is responsible for a 
series of blunders which gav e Sov iet Russia the op­ 
portunity to conquer China and which brought on 
the Korean War. He could hav e accomplished the 
same result with the v ery best of intentions, as he 
cefuld hav e sav ed us the humiliations wc hav e suf­ 
fered in Asia. Millions of human beings hav e been 
killed in wars and driv en destitute by the best of 
intentions 
of 
politicians, 
statesmen, 
and 
ev en 
philosophers. It is not a question of the intention 
of public men, but their judgment, their wisdom, 
their capacity to stand firm in the face of pres­ 
sures. 
To quote Dr. Samuel J ohnson is easy; the quo­ 
tation appears in many reference books and was 
originally written for his dictionary which is nev er 
used anymore. 
He was a garrulous gentleman 
whose writings were nev er as worthy as his con­ 
v ersation which was full of quips and wisecracks. 
We know more about him from his admirer, J ames 
Boswell, who recorded his witticisms, than from 
his own works which were unusually dull. J ohnson* 
is a fitting hero to Stev enson who fills his serious 
speeches with the light touch that div erts from the 
main issue. 
Patriotism cannot be described as “ the last 
refuge of scoundrels.” for it is a noble attribute, 
an expression of lov e and gratitude. 
Patriotism 
is the cement which hinds a people into a unity 
that sustains a country. 
To be a patriot of this 
country is to pay homage to that sanctuary of 
human liberty in which some 5 0 races of man hav e 
taken refuge and where they found the richest of 
all gifts, human liberty. 
Patriotism requires eternal v igilance to keep 
Our country strong and pure and 
sure. 
It is | 
patriotism that impels men to put themselv es on 
the firing line of public opinion to driv e Commu- ; 
nists out of our gov ernment, to force Congression- ' 
a! committees to make inv estigations into the in­ 
filtration of our gov ernment by Stalin’s agents. It . 
is patriotism that driv es men and women to testify ! 
under oath concerning this ev il world conspiracy ! 
which often brings upon them the wrath ev en of j 
those whom they are defending. 
To be silent in 
the face of danger can be unpatriotic. 
To denounce such men, ev en by implication or j 
by innuendo, is to fail to realize the damage that

That Body of Yours

BUMBLING WITH BEVAN 
The extremist policies of England’s labor 
leader, Aneurin Bev an, seem destined to 
force England into an economic and social 
disaster if their promulgator can possibly 
win his way in arguments with Winston 
Churchill and Clement Attlee. He seems to 
think England has much more in common 
with Sov iet Russia than with the United 
States and in many ways is working v ery 
hard to mov e England into the pro-Russian, 
political byways of European politics. 
Attlee and Churchill realize how impor­ 
tant good relations with America are to 
England’s 
surv iv al. 
Bev an, 
howev er, 
is 
popular with his rank and file. As described 
in the Sunday Observ er, a British publica­ 
tion, Bev an is like a general without a clear 
plan but who is popular with the troops be­ 
cause he talks about the enemy in old famil­ 
iar terms. 
He seems to be interested in creating 
wealth for England’s salv ation but unfor­ 
tunately surrounding him is a noisy group 
whose only philosophy is soaking the rich 
and redistributing existing wealth. These 
ideas are dead in England. 
The English suffered together, rich and 
poor, high and low, in the last war. They 
hav e learned that any ideas which tend to 
emphasize caste are bad for general pros­ 
perity. They know they must stand together 
now if they are to win ov er tlfeir present 
troubles. Bev an is doing them no good.

PAIN CAUSED BY RUPTURED DISC 
When we read or hear about a ruptured disc, 
most of us hav e in mind a rupture or crushing of 
the disc or cushion between two of the spine bones 
in the small of the back, resulting in pain in lower 
back and sciatica (pain in the large sciatic nerv e 
extending with its branches right down to the foot). 
The remov al of the disc by surgery remov es pres­ 
sure of the nerv e or nerv es in this region and pain 
disappears. 
That which occurs in lower back — rupture or 
crushing of a disc—may occur in the upper part 
of the spine (the neck or cerv ical region) has now 
been well established. Although I hav e written 
about rupture of disc between spine bones of neck, 
I am reporting further information because so many 
men and women are consulting their physicians 
with pain in neck, shoulder, and sometimes extend­ 
ing down the arm.

Schwartz, Professor of Neurologic Surgery, Wash­ 
ington Univ ersity School of Medicine, St. Louis, 
states that as remov al of crushed disc in lower back 
gav e relief from pain, a similar disc in neck or 
chest region is now rceognized more frequently.

They 
have learned that any ideas which tend to 
emphasize caste are bad for general pros­ 
perity. They know they must stand together 
now if they are to win over their present 
troubles. Bevan is doing them no good.

Sex Instruction Is Part Of All Moral Instruction

On our radio, a feminine voice said, "Yes, in my new book, I come 
right out and warn girls that they lose men’s respect if they go in 
lor heavy necking beiorc marriage. 1 think . . . " 
The voice was snapped oil. *Tnat old line,” said a y oung guest dis- 
gusteiny . "Why shouiu men lose respect lor gins lor doing something 
Delore m arriage—and keep respect lor us lor doing the same thing 
alter m arriage.” 
Ann is 16. I said, "Would y ou be happy and comfortable making 
love to a man y ou weren’t married to?" 
My y oung guest wriggled. "Well . . . " she began. 
She has no mother and so I made a little speech. I said "You 
wouldn’t le d comfortable—or y ou wouldn’t wriggie at the idea. The 
answer to y our question is that men lose respect lor girls who engage 
in sex activity betorc marriage, not because they have engaged in sex 
activity , but because they have cooperated in a sneaky , defiant ex per­ 
ience. What loses the respect is not the sex activity , but the fact that 
the girl has shown herself to be an uncertain person who lets others 
make up her mind for her. 
"A man would lose some respect for y ou, too, if y ou told him y ou 
were on a diet — and then let nim persuade y ou into eating two ba­ 
nana splits. There’s nothing the m atter with men that isn’t the m atter 
with us too. We can’t respect people who believe one thing—and do 
another. N either can they ." 
Someone has given Ann the impression that sex activity in itself 
means loss of male respect. So she is a little defiant on the subject. 
This impression often makes y oung girls unhappy . So we should 
take great care to point out that this loss of male respect occurs only 
when two people do not take legal and moral responsibility for the sex 
activity . 
We don’t want to confuse them by timply ing that the sex activity is 
the bad thing, when the bad thing is the refusal to take proper respon­ 
sibility for it. Sex is not the enemy of our girl children, but joy and 
communication. 
The enemy is terror of displeasing, uncertainty , secret defiance and 
the romantic imaginations that ex press themselves in irresponsible 
behavior, as well as prem ature sex activity . These are the real destroy ­ 
ers—and wise sex instruction must make this clear. 
So I said to the child w’ho has no mother, "Men keep their respect 
for us when we make love after marriage because marriage enables us 
to take responsibility for the lovemaking. We have earned the joy and 
so we can make love openly , proudly and decisively ." 
Time was when parents thought it sufficient to say , "Don’t let him 
go too far making love to y ou—or he will lose respect for y ou.” That is 
not sufficient, for we cannot divide sex morality from other morality 
like that and ex pect to make any sense. 
Our sex instruction has to be part of 3*11 our moral instruction, so 
that we say , “Don’t let any one at all go too far in persuading y ou to 
forsake what y ou know is good and »’esr>orsible for vou to do.”

Sex Instruction Is Part Of All Moral Instruction 
By MURIEL LAWRENCE 
On our radio, a feminine voice said, “Yes, in my new book, I come 
right out and warn girls that they lose men’s respect if they go in 
for heavy necking beiore marriage. I think . . . ” 
The voice was snapped oil. **Tnat old line,” xaicl a young guest dis­ 
gustedly. “Vv by should men lose respect tor gins lor doing something 
Oeioie marriage—and keep respect lor us tor doing the same thing 
alter marriage.” 
Ann is lb. I said, “Would >ou be happy and comfortable making 
love to a man you weren’t married to?” 
My young guest wriggled. “Well . . . ” she began. 
She has no mother and so I made a little speech. I said "You 
wouldn’t feel comiortable—or you wouldn’t wriggle at the idea. The 
answer to your question is that men lose respect lur gills who engage 
in sex activity before marriage, not because they have engaged in sex 
activity, but because they have cooperated in a sneaky, defiant exper­ 
ience. Vv hat loses the respect is not the sex activity, but the tact that 
the girl has shown herself to be an uncertain i»eison who lets others 
make up her mind for her. 
“A man would lose some respect for you, too. it you told him you 
were on a diet —. and then let nim persuade you into eating two ba­ 
nana splits. There s nothing the m atter with men that isn t the matter 
with us too. We can’t respect people who believe one thing—and do 
another. Neither can they.” 
Someone has given Ann the impression that sex activity in itself 
means loss ot male respect. So she is a little defiant on the subject. 
This impression often make*. young girls unhappy. So we should 
take great care to point out that this loss ot male respect occurs only 
when two people do not take legal and moral res|>onsibility tor the sex 
activity. 
We don’t want to contuse them bv implying that the sex activity is 
the bad thing, when the bad thing is th** refusal to take proper respon­ 
sibility tor it. Sex is not the enemv oi our girl children, but joy and 
communica? ion. 
The enemy is terror of displeasing, uncertainty, secret defiance and 
the romantic imaginations that express themselves in irresponsible 
behavior, as well as premature sex activity. These are the real destroy­ 
ers—and wise sex instruction must make this clear. 
So I said to the child who has no mother. “Men keep their respect 
for us when we make love after marriage because marriage enables us 
to take responsibility for the lovemaking. We have earned the joy and 
so we can make love openly, proudly and decisively.” 
Time was when parents thought it sufficient to say, “Don’t let him 
go too far making love to you—or he w ill lose respect for you.” That is 
not sufficient, for we cannot divide sex morality from other morality 
like that and expect to make any sense. 
Our sex instruction has to be part of all our moral instruction, so 
that we say, “Don’t let anyone at all go too far in persuading you to 
forsake what von know is good and »*esnonsible for von to do.”
